a few 
extra lots costing as 
high as three dollars and a-half per bar­ 
rel. 
In the town of Shelburne, Chit­ 
tenden 
County, 
several 
extensive 
orchards were purchased, one produc­ 
ing nearly 6 ,0 0 0 barrels, and several 
1,500 to 2,000 each, while in Addison 
and Grand Isle Counties orchards are 
numerous which produce from 400 to 
600 barrels of No. I fruit annually. The 
syndicate is now busily engaged in se­ 
curing the small lots of twenty-five to 
IOO barrels over this section, and in for­ 
warding the fruit contracted to market. 
It has purchased to this date over 32,- 
000 barrels of No. I graft apples. 
Of 
these 5,000 barrels are sent to New 
York for storage in “ coolers,” where 
the fruit is guaranteed to be constantly 
kept at a temperature of forty degrees, 
which prevents decay and admits of 
sales late in the season, when the m ar­ 
kets are cleaned out of choice fruit. 
1 hc remainder of its extensive pur- 
hase will be sent to Boston for storage 
and sale. 
The two leading members of 
the syndicate have both been spending 
their time in Vermont, giving their per­ 
sonal attention to the packing and ship­ 
ping of the fruit, and they express 
themselves well satisfied with the su­ 
perior qualit}' of their purchases. They 
say in all their experience they have 
never seen or purchased a finer lot of 
apples, and express their surprise at the 
uniform beauty and fair fruit on the 
trees. — Vergennes ( Vt. J Cor. Boston I Ar- 
ald. 


Odd Things that Have Been Found 
About the Wrecks of Vessels. 


The Coast Wrecking Company has in 
its office, in this city, a curious collec­ 
tion of relics from old wrecks and other 
odd bits taken from the sea. 
The col 
lection embraces quaint pieces of furni­ 
ture, explosive shells, and shells of the 
ocean, shreds of ladies’ dresses, rude 
weajKms of savage races, huge starfish 
and many curious things, the use and 
purpose of which arc still unknown. 
The collection contains the broken bell 
brought up from the ill-fated steamer At­ 
lantic, of the White Star line, which 
was wrecked on Golden Rule Rock, on 
the Nova Scotia coast, on April I, 1873, 
yvith a loss of 557 out of 1,007 souls on 
board. 
There is also a rusty, hiltless 
sword, dug out of the saud eight years 
ago, near the hulk of the British bark 
Thistle, which was lost on Squan Beach, 
N. J., in 1811. 
There are also several 
bottles of sweet oil, holding a pint and 
a half each, with the original corks in­ 
tact, and the oil as clear as crystal, 
taken in November, 1877, from the 
wreck of the British 
bark Robert, 
which went down in 1844, with a cargo 
of lead and oil, and five of her crew, 
oil' the place where Atlantic City now 
stands. 
There is a South Sea Island 
canteen, ingeniously 
constructed of 
cocoanut shells, which was fished up 
from a wreck in seventy feet of water 
on the coast of Maine; also a mussel 
shell firmly embedded four inches in 
depth in a well which was found one 
hundred and forty feet above the sea 
level on the Jersey coast; also a peli­ 
can’s skull and bill, measuring two feet 
from back to tip (making an excellent 
though wide dipper) which was found 
near the wreck of the bark Robert 
Fletcher, on the south beach of Long 
Island, and which is said to have been 
used to bail out the boat by the crew 
when endeavoring to escape. The jaws 
of a shark, killed on the South Caro­ 
lina coast, which have been preserved, 
can easily be passed over the shoulders 
and down the body of a full-grown man. 
One or the most curious relics is a lamp 
chimney taken from the remains of the 
ironclad 
Merrimac. 
Oysters 
three 
inches long were found attached to the 
glass, and four large oysters which had 
grown about the brass base of the chim­ 
ney, form an irregular square. 
The 
hilts of several swords and some old 
firearms aye also incrusted with oyster 
shells.—New York Sun. 


Tattooing iii the French Army* 


Dr. Lacassague, a French physician, 
has published a book on the habit of 
tattooing as practised in the French 
army. There are professional tattooers 
in Paris and Lyons who charge half a 
franc for each design. 
Generally the 
tattooer has cartoons on paper and re­ 
produced these on the skin by a me­ 
chanical process. 
Large designs cost a 
f 
ood deal; a big re prosen tat ion of an 
ndian holding up the Hag of the United 
States cost the decorated person fifteen 
francs. 
China ink is t he coloring sub­ 
stances preferred, touched up with Ver­ 
million. 
Dr. Lacassagne has collected 
1,333 designs, tattooed on 378 members 
of the Second African Battalion, or on 
men under arrest in military prisons. 
Many were tattooed on every part of 
the body, except the inner side of tho 
thighs.

and inscriptions amounted to ninety-one. 
There were 280 “ amorous and erotic 
devices” and344 works of pure fantasy, 
such as ladies driving in a carriage, tho 
horses plunging, and servants rushing 
to their heads. 
The great efforts of art 
are reserved for the surfaces of the 
breast and back. The subjects of many 
of the drawings are best left undeserved, 
the imagination of a dissipated soldier 
being quite savage in its impurity. 
Among patriotic and 
religious mu­ 
lleins are cited two devils, nine theo­ 
logical virtues, six crucifixes, two sisters 
of charity, three heads of Prussians, not 
flattered, and live portraits of ideal girls 
of Alsace, with nofew erthan thirty-four 
bust of the republic. 
Among animals, 
the lion and the serpent are the favorite 
totems. 
Among flowers, the pansy is 
generally 
preferred. 
The 
aesthetic 
classes will grieve to hear that not a 
single lily appears, and there was only 
one daisy. 
Among mythological sub­ 
jects the sirens are the greatest favor­ 
ites; next conic Bacchus with his pards, 
Venus, Apollo aud Cupid,

—A society for the promotion of ex­ 
perimentation in navigation of the air 
has been formed in Berlin. 
All plausi­ 
ble ideas and inventions in that direc­ 
tion are to be encouraged, aided, and 
thoroughly tested. 
A permanent sta­ 
tion for giving aerial voyagers a good 
start on their dying trips is to be pro­ 
vided. The main object of the associa­ 
tion will be the attainment of some 
practical and trustworthy method of 
steering balloons or other air ships, this 
being the first point to be overcome, 
and no progress being possible without 
it. 
—From a privately issued report on 
silk cultivation in the Chinese province 
of Kwangtung, it appears that in the 
l*akhoi district, on the southern sea­ 
board, wild silkworms are found, which 
feed on the camphor tree, and their silk 
is utilized in a singular manner.

cording to Nature, when the caterpillar 
has attained its full size, and is about to 
enter the papa state, it is cut open, and 
the silk extracted in a form much re­ 
sembling catgut. 
This substance hav­ 
ing undergone a process of hardening, 
makes excellent fish-line, and is gener­ 
ally used for that purpose in the Pakhoi 
district. 
—The chicken-hatching machine in 
the Paris Electrical Exhibition deserves 
celebration as well as other electrical 
contrivances. 
It is an ordinary egg- 
hatching machine, in which the heat is 
regulated by a thermometer, the surface 
of the mercury in which, as it rises or 
falls, acts by electric wires and a mag­ 
net upon a ventilator, which opens as 
soon as the heat rises to 104 degrees and 
shuts when it begins to fall too low. 
It 
has been observed that machine-hatched 
chickens suffer from lonesomeness, and 
do not eat so well as those who hear a 
mother’s constant voice; and so the in­ 
genious proprietor of this machine is 
now constructing a telephone which will 
convey to his henlcss c hicks, scattered 
in different cages about a meadow, the 
clucking of a central hen. 
—The Ilerz system of telephony has 
excited special attention among elec­ 
tricians in Europe, on account of the 
surprising distances through which tele­ 
phonic communication has been main­ 
tained by it, and especially since the an­ 
nouncement that a conversation had 
been carried on through the cable con­ 
necting Brest and Penzance—a thing 
generally considered impossible, on ac­ 
count of the comparative!}' sluggish ac­ 
tion of the electric current in submerged 
cables. 
The Ilerz system—by which 
conversation, it Is stated, has been car­ 
ried on through an actual distance of 
over COO miles over circuits having no 
special adaptation to telephonic com­ 
munication—claims to have solved two 
difiicult problems, viz., that of increas­ 
ing the amplitude of electrical vibra­ 
tions, and of neutralizing currents for­ 
eign to the telephonic circuit. 
—Charles Brush, of Cleveland, O., is 
declared to have perfected a new inven­ 
tion for storing electricity. The design 
consists of a battery in the same sense 
as in Plante’s and Faurc’s, but the de­ 
tails are entirely different and do not 
infringe upon the rights of either. Mr. 
Brush uses for his storage reservoir 
metal plates so arranged that they are 
capable of receiving a very large charge 
of electricity and of holding it for an in­ 
definite time. 
The storage reservoirs 
vary in size as desired, may be trans­ 
ported from place to place and used as 
desired. Each citizen may then run his 
own electric light as he pleases; the 
plates can be put on street ears, con­ 
nected with the axles, and made to run 
the cars without horses, and steam cars 
may be ultimately run in t he same way. 
The practical character of the invention 
is said to be settled, and it is simply a 
matter of expense, but the details of the 
methods are not made public.

Here too are pictures of the 
Madonna and St. Ignatius, and a small 
plaster figure of the great Napoleon, 
meditating with folded arms on the 
cliffs of St. Helena; a bough of palm 
blessed at Eastertide; holy water, a 
specific against lightning; and tile 
snow-shoes on which the habitant 
visits his little kingdom of eighty or 
one hundred arpents in the long 
winter
